This proposed access, Lake
Oroville Permanent Lakeside Access Road, will be improved and constructed so it can be used for public access to the boat
launch for an estimated six months of the year reducing security costs and improving public safety. The road project consists
of clearing and grading the site; excavation of soils and rock; placement of aggregate base, concrete, drainage culverts, and
rock slope protection; and the installation of traffic safety rails, barriers, and signage. The Proposed Project also includes an
erosion repair in an outfall channel adjacent to the Boat Ramp parking lot.
